Claims 1-23 are pending. Claims 24-28 are withdrawn from further consideration as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention. The specification has been amended to reflect the new 
status of U.S. Patent Application No. 09/921,667. No new matter is added. 

Applicants thank the Examiner for including claims 22-23 within elected Group I. 
Applicants also wish to thank the Examiner for reconsideration and extension of the search to 
cover the additional species of arthritis nodosa, seronegative spondylarthropathies and 
inflammatory bowel disease. 

The specification has been amended to reflect the issuance of allowed U.S. Patent 
Application No. 09/921,667. 

The Action notes that the parent application (U.S. Patent Application No. 09/921,667, 
now U.S. Patent No. 6,652,854) lists three inventors while the instant divisional application 
lists five inventors. The Action requests clarification as to why inventors Jacques J. Peschon 
and John D. Pluenneke are not named as inventors on the parent patent. 

Jacques J. Peschon and John D. Pluenneke were removed as inventors due to the 
results of amendments and/or cancellations of claims in the prosecution of the 09/921,667 
application. A copy of the Petition for Correct Inventorship and accompanying postcard 
submitted in that case on May 16, 2003, are provided herein. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 1-23 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-5, 6-15 and 22-24 of U.S. Patent No. 6,652,854 
in view of U. S. Patent No. 5,670,527. 

Attached hereto is a terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c). 
Applicants respectfully request that the obviousness-type double patent rejection of claims 
1-23 be withdrawn.
